"You may talk about getting knowlege 


of your fellow meu through the art of 
phrenology or palmistry: about being ablo

''Gamblers and liquor dealers have 


more neatness about their dress than any 
others. 
They dress in more ostentation 


than the men of other callings. The gam- 
bler generally leaves cards or poker chips 
in his pockets, and I have no trouble in 
finding him out. 


"Take the grocery man, for instance. 


His clothes smell of almost everytfiing 
from fish to peppermint candy. 
They are 


more or less soiled from coming in con- 
tact with lard and other greasy substances. 
They wear an apron in front, which pro- 
tects that part of the suit. 
''It's funny to see the newspaper man's 


clothes. He don't have time for the use 
of a coat. There are two full moons in 
his pantaloons, and nary a patch is there.

THE SHOEMAKER SAINTS. 


Story of the Roman Brothers Who P«r- 


I»he4 by the Sword. 


St. Crispin and his brother Crispinian 


(always associated together in the calen- 
dar) were two natives of Rome, who, hav- 
ing become converts to Christianity, set 
out for Gaul to preach the faith about the 
middle of the third century, along with 
StrQuintin and others. The brothers set- 
tled at Soissons, where, in imitation of the 
apostle Paul, they preached publicly in 
the daytime and worked with their hands 
at night, earning their own subsistence by 
making shoes, though nobly born. 
They 


supplied the poor at a low price, and a 
legend tells us that an angel supplied them 
with leather. 
The heathen listened to 


their instructions and were astonished at 
tho charity, disinterestedness, piety and 
contempt of glory displayed in their lives, 
and many were converted to the Christian 
faith. 


After they had been thus engaged for 


several years the Emperor Maximianus 
Herculius came into Belgic Gaul, and a 
complaint was made to him against the 
brothers. He. desiring to gratify their ac- 
cusers, as well as to indulge his own sav- 
age cruelty, gave orders that they should 
be brought before Rictius Varus, the most 
implacable enemy of the Christians of that 
time. The saints bore -with patience and 
constancy the most cruel torments, and at 
length finished their course by being be- 
headed with the sword about 387 A. D. 


According to a Kentish tradition, their 


remains, being cast into the sea, were' 
washed ashore at Romnoy Marsh. In the 
sixth century a great church was built in 
their honor at Soissons, and St. Eligius 
richly ornamented the shrine. 


From their martyrdom to tho present 


time they have been regarded as the pa- 
tron saints of shoemakers, who were ac- 
customed to honor their day (and are yet 
in some towns) by great festivity. One 
special ceremony was a procession of the 
brethren of the craft with banners and 
music, while various characters represent- 
ing King Crispin and his court were sas- 
tained by different members.—Gentle- 
man's Magazine. 


Dr. Daniel G. Briuton contributes an 


article on "Popular Superstitions of Eu- 
rope" to The Century. Dr. Brinton_says: 


Ghosts were naturally more numerous in 


earlier conditions of society, for then mail 
had so many souls. Now wo aro content 
with one, aud there are some who try tc 
make us doubt even that modest allow- 
ance, but in the good old days each per- 
son was credited with several. There was 
one, for instance, which belonged to his 
body and must abide in it or death would 
arrive; then there was the dream soul, 
which, I have said, might wander through 
time and space at will during sleep, und, 
most important, said many, is the name 
soul, that which gives us distinctive in- 
dividuality in our personal names, and, 
not to continue the list to a tiresome 
length, there was the bone soul, which re- 
mained in tho bones after tho body had i cuuistonces* 
passed to dust. The last mentioned was' 
of peculiar value, for on its persistence de- 
pended the chance for resurrection into lifo 
on earth. The faith in this was nigh uni- 
versal. When the body of Elijah touched 
the dry bones of the long dead warriors, 
they clothed themselves in flesh and were 
restored to living beings. 
Tho rabbis 


taught that especially in tho bone hit/., 
tho last of the spinal vertebrae, dwell tho 
spirit of the deceased. It is indestructi- 
ble, say they.'and not even a strong man 
with a sledge hammer can break it.

Unless the Russian sailor is greatly be- 


lied, be is the last: person to be tho ideal of 
a modern man-o'-war's man. The inj- 
j.re»$iou laadd on the observant foreigner 
in any Russian naval port, alike by the 
law recruit and by the finished article, U 
distinctly unfavorable, and experts who 
have been on Intimate terms with the 
Muscovite seamen assert that the Russ 
makes the worst Bailor in the world. 


Perhaps no race in eaet or in west lias 


less fancy for seafaring than the Persians. ! 
The idea indeed of a Persian mau-o'-war's ' 
man will strike many Englishmen as posi- 
tively ludicrous. Still, with & little in- 
struction and drill under :i Bi itish captain, 
they proved more than a match for the 
R nssians on tho Caspian. Captain Elton 
toward the end of the last century organ- 
ized the Persian navy for Nadir Shah and 
beat the Russians again and again till 
they were glad to make peace on the terms 
dictated by tho ruler of Teheran. So much 
for the Russian sailors of a century ago, 
acd what they were when the Persians 
under Elton showed themselves their bet- 
ters they remain to this day. 


Russia at the outset is unfortunate in 


regard to her supply of raw material avail- 
able for the marine service. To make a 
good man-o'-war's man, ready, resource- 
ful, obedient and cheerful, early familiar- 
ity with tho sea is almost indispensable, 
and in many circumstances there must be 
some liking for a seafaring life to com- 
pensate for the hardships certain to be en- 
dured and the more rigorous discipline en- 
forced on a battleship. 
But Russia, de- 


spite her vast extent of territory and great 
coast line, has practically no seafaring 
population of her own race. Her resources 
for uaval recruits are limited to the Baltic 
coast, the shores of Courland and the Bal- 
tic provinces, so designated, with the Fin- 
nish sea Una The trusty and reliable 
fisher folk of these regions are not Rus- 
sians, nor havo they any sympathy with 
tho Slavonic race that rules »nd, us they 
hold, oppressts them. Omitting the few 
Finns, they are German in origin, in feel- 
ing and in aspiration. 


They differ from the Russians in that 


most important essential, their religion. 
The treatment they have received at the 
hands of the emperor's ministers on ac- 
count so»elyof their adherence to the Prot- 
estant faith is such that they dislike, or 
rather hate, the Muscovite. The Baltic 
recruit detests his superiors and instruct- 
ors, for they are the Slavs who oppress 
him and suppress his churches. He sub 
mits to discipline because his Teutonic 
irstincts impel him to obey, but his 
obedience and his performance of the du- 
ties allotted tohkn are purely perfunctory. 
He has no pride in the service, and he 
looks forward to tho time when he will be 
discharged and return to his home to for- 
get as far as he can his term of employ- 
ment in the imperial marine. 


The Russian naval officers know the feel- 


ings of the Baltic population and instead 
of doing their utmost to conciliate them 
and improve the relations that exist be- 
tween the German and Slavonic elements 
adopt n system of rigorous discipline and 
repression which they consider effective. 
The consequences are desertion and drunk- 
enness. It is owing to this that no Rus- 
sian seaman who is not a Slav—that is, 
who hails from the Baltic—is ever allowed 
ashore in a foreign port, for he rarely re- 
turns. Tho discrimination between the 
Baltic born recruit and the pure blooded 
Slav in tho matter of leave and punish- 
ment does not tend to make either the 
service or the Russians themselves more 
popular with the test class for seamanship. 


The increasing requirements of the Rus- 


sian navy for seamen and stokers as well 
as for artisans have rendered ic impossi- 
ble to rely entirely on the supply of re- 
cruits from the Baltic provinces and Cour- 
land. The Finns are not bad sailors and 


I are hardy and tough, but there are not 
| many of them, and their physique is not 


such as to enable much dependence to be 
placed on them as fighters, while they re- 
sent rigorous discipline. Severity in the 
case of these people frequently induces sui- 
cide. Hence to supplement the numbers 
required recourse is had to ordinary re- 
cruits from the Russian interior, who are 
drafted into the marine service. 


Now, if there is anything the true born 


Muscovite abominates it'is tho sea. He is 
naturally an inland creature, a man of the 
steppes and plains, safe only us long as his 
feet touch the firm earth. And, like all 
such folk, he regards tho sea with some- 
thing of tho awe that inspired tho early 
Slav race to designate the ocean and death 
by one and tho same word. 
To him serv- 


ice at sea is a punishment, and his de- 
meanor on board shows sufficiently that 
he considers he is doing penance. Ho is 
invariably stupid, and his stupidity leads 
to punishments as degrading as they are 
useless. Beyond obeying orders ho has no 
ideas whatever and is really incapable of 
acting on his own initiative in any cir-

An hour or two before sunrise the moist 
sand, with its undercurrent of warmth, 
gives lifo to the dew Sower, and when the 
light; begins to glow in the east myriad 
tiny pink flowers burse into bloom, hug- 
ging the sand for the few moments they 
are destined to live. 


The flrsf rays of tho sun come slanting 


across the field and, as though a hot breath 
had touched the garden, the colors fade 
and the dew flowers wither and disappear, 
mowed down like wheat before the reaper. 


In five minutes the sand takes back its 


pallid color, the heat waves begin to coll 
upward in the hot air and the picture 
painted by nature's brush is gone.

What i* a coyote? A coyote is a little 


annual of tlw wolf speciao Tr'fr* inhabits 
tho foothills of the Rocky mountains. He 
is about 18 inches high and long in pro- 
portion, and is the embodiment of duplic- 
ity. His color is indescribable. 
Ha is 


neither white nor black nor yellow, nor 
any other well defined color, but a sort of 
blending of all, producing a hue that can 
best be described as coyote. He is not 
beautiful either in appearance or charac- 
ter. 
There is nothing attractive about 


ilia. He is not troubled with conscien- 
tious scruples. XtiUhi-r is be brave, and 
he won't light unless he is oompellt*! (o. 
He is a scrub wolf in every sense uf the 
word. 


His physical beauty U about on a par 


with his moral aspect. He has a little 
peak shaped head, in the front of which, 
very closa together, is a pair of the bright- 
est, blackest, wickedest little eyes t*i:ti 
ever shone in the moonlight. He does not 
appear to be possessed of any great amount 
of brains, but there is more unadulterated 
:ucning wrapped up in his hide than can 
be found ill the fcamo amount of .space 
anywhere else in creation. The man who 
Imagines that a coyote does not under- 
stand his business just because he has nut 
a high forehead will soon learn that the 
principles of phrenology do not apply to 
this epitome of everything that is smart, 
rascally, tricky and impudent. 


In regard to his ability to get ovc-r 


ground—in other words, to change his 
spots—too much cannot be said. It is a 
good deal like the wind. You cannot tell 
whence he cometh nor whither he goeth. 
When he makes up his mind to place A 
certain amount of space between himself 
and a given locality, be does not stand on 
the order of going. He does not run in 
the common acceptation of the term, but 
he suddenly transforms himself into a 
dimly defined streak of gray light that 
shimmers across the landscape for an in- 
stant and then sinks into oblivion so far 
as mortal view is concerned. 


He is seldom seen in the daytime. The 


glare of the sun does not seem to be suited 
to his make up. 
He prefers to waltz 


around among tho sagebrush in the soft 
light of tho moon. Daring the day ho is 
of a retiring disposition and recuperates 
his exhausted vitality from the previous 
night's debauch under the friendly shade 
of a projecting rock or in the deep seclu- 
sion c f a clump of quaking asp away from 
the busy haunts of men and remote from 
any trail or road. 


The coyote is not choice as to his diet— 


that is, he can accommodate himself to 
circumstances. His favorite dish is live 
jack rabbit, and a moonlight race between 
a coyote and a jack rabbit is an interest- 
ing affair. 
It is conducted on tho strict- 


est of business principles, and no time is 
lost in arranging preliminaries. There is 
no hippodroming or selling out in that 
race. It is a square deal and fair ploy. If 
the jack rabbit, comes out ahead, it is a 
now lease of life for him. If the coyote 
scores in that inning, it means » Thanks- 
giving dinnnr for him. But fond as he is 
of jack rabbit he will not disdain a lunch 
eOn of dead mule when ho is playing in 
bard luck. 
He sometimes eats prairie 


dog, but not often, for prairie dog is nol 
good eating even for a coyote. 
Once in 


awhile a hungry coyote will prolong his 
nightly revels, till a comparatively Into 
hour in the morning. In that case he 
may steal up to the hole of a prairie dog 
before the latter is up and conceal hitusell 
within easy springing distance, and the 
first time the prairie dog emerges from his 
house to tako a look at tho rising sun tho 
coyote will pounce upon him and carry 
him off to n quiet spot somewhere In the 
recesses of the foothills and make a creak- 
fast of him. 


Frontiersmen often wonder what be 


comes of coyotes, for nobody ever saw a 
dead ono. 
A. mountain lion may get on 


occasionally, but it is not a common oc- 
currence. Sometimes u coyote is acciden- 
tally started from his rest by a hunter, bul 
if he can once get a tree between himseli 
and the hunter, no matter if there is not 
another tree within five miles, the hunter 
will never see the coyote again. To call 
him an artful dodger would but feebly 
rupiesent his character in that direction. 
He is never to bo depended on to follow 
any given lino of conduct. The only way 
to arrive at oven an approximate conclu 
slon .is to what action a coyote will take 
under certain conditions is to decide what 
ho is moat likely to do and then wait pa 
tiently for him to do just the opposite 
thing. 


To a louir of nature's music a coyote 


concert is n rare treat. It may not bo nl 
together the music in itself; the environ 
montshelp a good deal. YOU should Hi 
oil a grassy knoll away up somewhon 
near tho headwaters of tho Arkansas river 
in the still moonlight on a warm summe 
nighf, when there is not a sound to break 
tho silence, and wait for developments 
Suddenly there arises from a foothill over 
across tho gulch n. low, crooning sound 
like tho moan of the wind when tho leave 
aro falling. It ceases when an answering 
wall, only a little louder, floats over the 
still night air froiu the opposite direction 
A third volou breaks in from still anothe: 
direction; another and another from othe: 
points of tho compass, until tho shadow o 
every sagebrush seems to conceal a singer 
and a hundred tuneful throats are jolnliij 
in that wild, weird melody that gradual!; 
grows in volume till the threat plateau 1 
vocal with tho music of this improvlwx 
band uf nature's musicians. This ma; 
continue for an hour, when a voice wil 
drop out huru, another there, and BO on 
until tho crceuundo has turned into a dl 
minuenuo, uii4 finally tho ono lone vole 
from tliu bajjubrush where the flr»t notes o 
thu concert arose is the only ono that can 
bo huiird. It sinks into a faint moan an 
dies away so gradually that it Is dlmeul 
to draw tho line between tho silence an 
tho Kound.

the workshop of naturo, he was perfect lu 
his jic-ful'ar way. Thcio was no room for 
Improvement on tho patent, und ho howls 
today, or, rather, tonight, with tho name 
unimpaired originality that ho did when 
ho sat on his primeval foothills when tho 
morning stars first wing together.

Provision is made for reeoining Porto 


Rican into United Kt.m--, «oius. 


The statutory laws of tho United 


States,, except as otherwise provided in 
the bill, are to be extended to Porto Rico. 


The chit* executive of Poi to Rico is to 


be a governor appointed by the president 
and continued by the senate, to hold office 
for four years at a salary ol .$S,OUO a 
year. 


Theie is to be an executive council, con- 


sisting of a seciet.ny, an attoiney so-net- 
al, a treasmcr, an auditor, a commi-siun- 
er of interior and a cotnmissionei ol ed- 
ucation, together with five other pel sons. 
all to be appointed by the president and 
confirmed by the senate—at least live 
members of the council to be native Por- 
to Rica us. 


The executive council is to constitute 


one house of the legislative assembly. 
The other house is to be a house of ;>."> 
delegates -elected biennially from seven 
districts. 


Important Provision* of BUI. 


All citizens of Porto Rico are to bo nl- 


lovred to volt- who have been bona lide 
Residents lor one year. 


The govemor i* to have the veto pow- 


er, but bills may be passed over his. veto 
by »-two-thirds vote'Of each bouse. 


All legislation is to be subject to ap 


proval by congress, which reserves the 
power to annul all laws passed by the 
legislature. 


Local and United States courts ore to 


be established. 


The island is to be represented in 


Washington by a resident commissioner, 
to be elected by the voters of the island. 


A commission of three is to be appoint- 


ed by the president to compile and revise 
the laws of Porto Rko. 


Section 8 of* the bill in rojrnrd to arti- 


cles imported into Porto Rico from ports 
outside of the United States provides 
that the same duties shall be paid upon 
them as are paid upon those imported in- 
to the United States, provided that on 
all coffee, in the ihean or ground, import- 
ed into Porto Uico there shall be levied 
and .tolleeted a duty of 5 cents a pound. 


Trie new provision in regard to com- 


merce between the United States and 
Porto Rico is that all merchandise com- 
ing into the United States from Porto 
Rico and coming into Porto Rico from 
the United States shall be entered upon 
payment of 15 per cent of the duties that 
are required upon like merchandise im- 
ported from foreign countries, until thft 
legislative assembly of Porto Hico shall 
have put iu operation a system of local 
taxation to meet the necessities of gov- 
ernment, when nil tariff duties shall 
cense, but in no event shall nny duties be 
collected after March 1, 1902. 


Section 10 provides that the duties col- 


lected in Pqrto Rico shall he placed at 
tho disposal of the president, to be u8fi<1 
for the benefit of Porto Rico. "*

I hare had an opportunity of seeing a 


great deal of,the Russian army of central 
Asia, and the more I have seen of it the 
less pleased have I been at the prospect of 
our Indian army having to encounter it. 
I have never feared the issue, because I 
am sure that at tho last we shall pull our- 
.jelves together, and with a mighty effort 
repel the Russians. But the cost, the labor 
and tho strain will probably Iw terrible, 
nnd' the nearer they approach to us tho 
"more ditllcult will become the task. 


I ouce held the Russians in supreme 


contempt, and, liko many Englishmen, 
believed that we could make short work 
o£ them or of any other foe. But the con- 
viction has since slowly nnd steadily been 
impressed on my mind that the Russian 
army is for fighting purposes. In every i-e- 
speot the equal of ours, and in some re- 
spects would have an immense advantage 
over us in the field. The men are all of 
ono race, aro stronger, more hardy and 
healthier than ours; there are no native 
followers; they require less transport and 
supplies and fewer luxuries, have an inex- 
haustible reserve, are nearer homo, etc 


I have visited Transcaspia on eight sep- 


arate occasions, havo seen tho Russian sol- 
dier on and off parade and have traveled 
with him for weeks together in trains and 
in steamers. It is indeed chiefly on board 
ship that I have amusod myself by study- 
ing him. And I have arrived at the con- 
clusion that he is the most docile, good 
tempered (till you scratch him), pig head- 
ed creature on earth, as hard as nails and 
generally of superb physique. He is stupid 
and ignorant perhaps, but he has appre- 
hension enough to shoot straight and to 
understand when ha is told to advance or 
not to quit a post alive, and he never dis- 
putes an order or complains. And that, 1 
take it, is sufficient for a fighting machine-. 
Ho has had no school board education and 
is therefore content with his lot nnd no 
lawyer.—National Review.

It certainly is the easiest to handle, tho 
most pnlntablo and serves the greatest va- 
riety of purposes of any meat known 
Properly cooked, bacon makes not only 
meat, but an excellent substitute for but- 
ter. 
As a rule, bacon is not sufficiently 


cooked to bo most relished. 
It should be 


crisp, so that It will break or very nearly 
so. A f.lico of bacon that cannot bo cut 
with a fork is not cooked enough to ac- 
quire tho best flavor. It is quite out of tho 
question to furnish butter for tho uso of 
the army, therefore bacon fat, heated until 
it fimokus, is n substitute not to lie lost 
tight of.—Now York Ledger.
